, of the District of Columbia is a matter upon 
which the people ot the country hitherto have 
felt but little interest. It has been considered 
a thing apart from the peuple until they have 
asked for millions of appropriations to improve 
and extend the city. 
THE ORIGIN AND POWERS OF THE BOARD. 
The original petition for a new form of gov- 
ernment for the District provided for a larger 
measure of local self-government than that 
which they then enjoyed under the old muni- 
cipal corporation. It provided for putting the 
whole District under one homogeneous local 
government. It provided for a governor and 
secretary, both to be elected by the people. It 
provided for a Legislative assembly consisting 
ot two branches, all the members of which were 
to be elected by: the people. It also provided 
for a delegate to Congress, to be elected by the 
people. It provided for no Board of Public 
Works, that being considered within the prov- 
ince of the assembly to provide for. This bill 
passed the Senate in 1870, and in time to have 
passed the House, but was defeated in a most 
inexplicable manner to the friends of the meas- 
ure. Time was thus gained in which to perfect 
and carry through the bill now known as the 
organic act; so changed and altered was it from 
the first one asked for that its friends did not 
recognize it, nor would one in‘a thousand of 
the original petitioners have asked for it. To 
the President was given the power of appoint- 
ing the governor and svcretary, and the mem- 
bers of the superior branch of the Legislative 
Assembly. The thirty-seventh section of this 
act created the Board of Public Works, and put 
into its hands almost unlimited power over the 
property and private rights of citizens. To it 
was given the entire control of all the streets, 
alleys, avenues, sewers, and all other works of 
the city. They were empowered to make all 
arrangements and regulations regarding im- 
provements upon property both private and 
public. ‘They were authorized to disburse upon 
. their own warrants all moneys appropriated by 
the United States or the District of Columbia, 
or collected from the property-holders, for im- 
provements. They were authorized: to assess 
upon property adjoining and to ‘be especially 
benefited by the improvements a reasonable 
roportion of the cost, not to exceed one-third ; 
to make ali necessary regulations respecting 
the construction of private buildings in the 
District of Columbia; and many other interests 
too numerous to detail were entrusted to the

BLACK MAN PROVES HIS EQUAL- 
HOW TY WITH A WHITE CAVALIER. 


EECH OF HON. RICH- 
THE Bip A Caix, OF SOUTH CkaOuiN 
Representatives. Jan. %. . 
to Ot dion W. Robbins of North Carolina. 

Mr. Sreaxer:—The gentleman from North 
Carolina (Mr. Robbins) starts out by saying 
that if we pass the pending civil-rights bill it 
may indeed seem pleasant to the northern 
people, but to his section and to the South it 
will be death. 1 do not think he is correct, for 
the reason that they have in the South suffered 
a great many more terrible things _, civil 
rights, and still live. I think it so harmless a 
measure as the civil-rights bill, guarantecing 
to every man of the Atrican race equal rights 
with other men, would bring death to the South, 
then certainly that noble march of Sherman 
to the sea would have fixed them long ago. 

‘ er. : 
barge om - answer a few of the strictures 
which the gentleman has been pleased to place 
upon us. He states that the civil-rights bill will 
be death to that section. I cannot see it in that 
light. We lived tugether before the war—four 
millions of colored men, women and children, 
with the whites of the South—and there was no 
special antagonism then. There might have 
been some friction’ in some places and in some 
cases [great laughter], but no special antago- 
nisth between the two races in the South. I 
fail, therefore, to see the force of the gentle- 
man’s argument. I Would like to ask why, in 
ail conscience, after the measures of education, 
these nudle efforts to educate these ‘‘barba- 
rians,” as he terms us, for two hundred years 
or more—after all the earnest efforts on their 
part, with their superior civilization and all the 
appliances which the gentleman from North 
Carolina (Mr. Robbins) claims were »brought to 
bear on these ‘‘barbarians”—I ask why there 
was no such antagonism then, but just at this 
time? Why, sir, if it be true, as the gentleman 
says, that such philanthropic efforts have been 
put forth for the education and improvement of 
the black race, there would be no occasion for 
antagonism. It is, I believe, a law of education 
to assimilate, to bring together, to harmonize 
discordant elements, to bring about oneness of 
feeling and sentiment, to develop similarity o1 
thought, similarity of action, and thus tend to 
carry forward the people harmoniously. That 
does not seem to have been the case, if the ar- 
guiment of the gentleman from North Carolina 
is correct. Now, look at the fallacy of the gen- 
tleman’s argument. ‘This race of barbarians, in 
spite of all their disadvantages, had been edu- 
cated to such an extent that the white commu- 
nity of the South were not afraid of them after 
their emancipation. Is not that singular? 

The gentleman further states that the negro 
race is the world’s stage,actor—the comic dancer 
allover thé land; that he laughs and he dances. 
Sir, well he may; there are more reasons for 
his laughing and dancing now than ever betore. 
{Laughter.] There are more substantial rea- 
sons why he should be happy now tuan during 
all the two hundred years prior to this time. 
Now he dances as an African; then he crouched 
as a slave. [Laughter and applause.) The 
gentleman further states that not more than 
eighteen hundred negroes were killed during the 
four years of the war. The gentleman forgets 
some battles; he forgets Vicksburg; I presume 
he does not remember Petersburgh; he does 
not know anything of Fort Pillow. He knows 
nothing about all the great achievements of the 
black men while Sherman’s “army was moving 
on to victory. He forgets who entered Charles- 
ton first; he forgets who entered Richmond first ; 
he forgets all this in the blindness of his preju- 
dice against a race of men who have vindicated 
themselves so nobly on the battlefield. But I 
will grant the gentleman the chanty of dwelling 
no longer on that point. 

Mr. Speaker, the gentleman states that during 
the struggle tor freedom four millions of negroes 
lifted no hand to liberate themselves; that no 
stroke was made by them to deliver themselves 
from their thraldom; yet a tew moments after- 
ward he makes the statement that their kind- 
heartedness prevented them from rising up and 
destroying thg@ives and children of the rebel 
soldiers who were at the front. I accept the ad- 
mission. Sigff there dwells in the black man’s 
heart too mgth oobleness and too much charity 
to strike @bwn helpless women and children 
as a chance to do so. No; though 
the liberty of our race was dear to us, we would 
not purchase it at such a dastard price as the 
slaying of helpless women and children, while 
their husbands and fathers were away. I would 
scorn the men of my race forever if they had 
lifted their hands at such a period as that against 
helpless women and children, who were waiting 
in silent anxiety the return of their natural and 
lawful protectors. Our strong black arms might 
have destroyed every vestige of their homes; 
our torches might have hindled a fire that would 
have lighted up the whole South, so that every 
southern man fighting in the army would have 
hastened back to find his home in ashes. But 
our race had such nobleness of heart as to for- 
bear in an hour of such extremity, and leave 
those men their wives and children. 

Sir, I mean no disrespect to the gentleman, 
but I think the facts will bear me out in the 
statement that on every occasion on the battle- 
field where the black man met the white man of 
the South there was no flinching, no turning 
back, on the part ot the black man. He bravely 
accepted his part in the struggle for liberty or 
death. 

The gentleman says -he still looks upon the 
whites as the superior race. That may be the 
case in some respects; but, sir, if they educated 
us they certainly should not find fault with us if 
we follow out what they have taught, and show 
ourselves obedient servants. 

But, Mr. Speaker, there is another point. 
The gentleman states that we would make no 
movement to achieve our liberty. Why, sir, 
the education which those gentlemen gave the 
southern slaves was of a peculiar kind. What 
schoolhouse in all the South was open to the 
colored race? Point to one. Name the acade- 
my where you educated black men and ‘black 
women as lawyers or doctors, or in any other 
department of science or art. Pointy out the 
county. Give us name of the distiitt. Tell 
the name of the school commissioner. Name 
the teacher. I will name one. Her name was 
Missa Douglas. And for the attempt to educate 
those of our race she was incarcerated in prison, 
and remained there for five years. That is the 
only instance, so far as I remember, of the edu- 
cation of the colored people ot the Seuth. 

Examine the laws of the South and you will 
find that it was a penal offense for any one to 
educate the colored people there. Yet these 
gentlemen come here and upbraid us with our 
ignorance and our stupidity. Yet you robbed 
us fortwo hundred years. During ail that time 
we toiled tor you. We have raised your cotton, 
your rice, your corn. We have attended your 
wives and yourchildren. We have made wealth 
for your support and your education, while we 
were slaves, toiling without pay, without the 
means of education, and hardly of sustenance. 
And yet you upbraid us for being ignorant, call 
us a horde of berbarians! Why, sir, it is ill- 
becoming in the gentleman to tell us of our bar- 
barism after he and his have been educating us 
for two hundred years. If New England charity 
and benevolence had not accomplished more than 
your education has done we would still be in that 
condition. I thank the North for the charity 
and noblene:s with which it has come to our 
relief The North has sent forth those leading 
ideas which have spread like lightning over the 
land; and the negro was not so dumb and not 
so obtQse that he could not catch the light, and 
embrace its blessings and enjoy them. Sir, 1 
hurl bagk with contempt all the aspersions of 
the gentlemen on the other side against my race, 
There ie but very little diflerence, even now, 
between the condition of the whites of. the 
South and the condition of the biacks of the 
South. I have given some-attention to the sta- 
tistics of education in the Southern States. 1 
find this pregnant fact, that there is about twelve 
per cent. more ignorance existing among the 
whites in the South than there is among the 
colored people in the South, notwithstanding the 
slavery of the colored race. LI wish I had the 
reports here, that | might show the gentleman 
how the facts stand in reference to his own State 
especially, because, if 1 remember correctly, 
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that when I had him down under my foot, with 
his hands tied and the lash in my hand lashing 
his back—would he tell me that, in conscience, I 
would be doing justice to him? Oh, no, no! 
And yet such was the condition in which he had 
my race. Why, sir, the whipping-post, the 
thumb-screw. and the lash, were the great means 
of education in the South. These were the 
school-houses, these were the academies, these 
were the great instruments of education, of which 
the gentleman boasts, for the purpose of bringing 
these barbarians into civilization. [ Applause. ] 
When men boast, they ought to have something 
to boast of. When] boast, Mr. Speaker, I shail 
boast of some noble deed. I will boast not of 
the wrongs inflicted upon the weak ; I will boast 
not of the outrages inflicted upon the indigent ; 
I will not- boast, Mr. Speaker, of lashing the 
weak and trampling under foot any class of 
people who ought to have my sympathy; nor 
will | reproach them for being ignorant when 
they have been kept away from every means to 
educate them. 

He says we are not ready for it. How long 
would it have taken us to get ready under their 
kind of teazhing? How long, O Lord, how 
long! [Laughter and applause.) How long 
would it have taken to educate us under the 
thumb-screw, to educate us with the whip, to ed- 
ucate us with the lash, with instruments of tor- 
ture, to educate us without ahome? How long 
would it have taken to educate us under their 
system? We had no wives; we had no children : 
they belonged to the gentleman and his class. 
We were homeless, we were frier.dless, although 
those stars and stripes hanging over your head, 
Mr. Speaker, ought to have been our protection. 
That emblem of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, initiated by the fathers of the republic, 
that all men are born free and equal, ought to 
have been our protection. Yet they were to us 
no stars of hope, and the stripes were only 
stripes of our condemnation. : ; 

The gentleman talked something, I believe, 
about buzzards or crows taking the place of our 
brave eagle. Sir, the crow would, I trink, more 
beautifully represent the condition of the South 
now—the croaking bird, youknow. ‘They have 
been croaking ever since the rebellion came on, 
and they have been croaking against emancipa- 
tion and the constitution ever since. They are 
a nation of croakers, so to speak. Like the 
crow they are cawing, cawing, Cawing, eternally 
cawing. [Great laughter. } 

The gentleman says the negro has done less 
for himself than any other race of men on earth; 
and he instances the Ger.nan, the Irishman, the 
Scotchman, the Englishman, and the French- 
man, as having done something. But he forgets 
the men of those nationalities come from na- 
tions which are the proud, educated, refined, 
noble, advancing nations of the earth. , He for- 
gets that those nations of which he speaks, from 
which those men have sprung, have given, and 
are still giving, to the world some of the bright- 
est minds that ever adorned the galaxy of. human 
intellect. 

But he tells us that the negroes never pro- 
duced anything. Well, sir, it may be that in 
the gentleman’s opinion negroes have never pro- 
duced anything. I wonder if the gentleman 
ever read history. Did he ever hear tell of any 
persons of the name of Hannibal, of Hanno, of 
Hamilear, of Euclid—all great men of ancient 
times—of /Esup and others! No, sir; no; for 
that kind of literature does not come to North 
Carolina: [Great laughter.] It grows, it flour- 
ishes, on the free mountain peaks and in the 
academies of the North. That kind of litera- 
ture comes to such men as Wendell Phillips, as 
Lioyd Garrison, as Charles Sumner, as Benja- 
min Butler, and other distinguished men, men 
of the North, men that are thinkers, men that 
do not croak, but let the eagle ever soar 
high in the conception of high ideas. They 
are ideas that belong to a free people; they 
are not consistent with or consonant with 
slavery. No, sir; they do not tell the negro 
of Euclid, the man that in his joy cried out, 
“Eureka, I have found it;” no, that is not the 
language tor the slave. No; that is not the 
language they teach by the whip and the thumb- 
screw; no, sir; it is not that. 

But I must pass on. The gentleman says 
that the black men’in the South, since emanci- 
pation and enfranchisement, have put bad men 
into office. Well, sir, that. may be true, and | 
regret that we have put so many bad men in of- 
fice. No one regrets it more than I do, but they 
were not colored men, after all. [Great laugh- 
ter.] They were not black men, those bad men 
in office, who have done sv much to deteriorate 
tlie vaine of the country. Not at all. Why, 
sir, they did not elect our distinguished friend, 
Mr. Vance, from North Carolina, by black votes. 
They did not elect Mr. Holman, or a gentleman 
of some such name, in. North Carolina. They 
did not run the State an debt. They were not 
the men who took the cash; they were simply 
mudsills who did the voting, while another class 
of individuals did the stealing. That is the 
difference. 

Well, Mr. Speaker, I beg to say that we did 
the best we could; and one of the results of our 
education was that we had been taught to trust 
white men in the South. We trusted them, and 
if they did wrong it was no fault of ours. Not 
atali. I presume the gentleman who addressed 
the House to-day had some colored constituents 
who voted for him and sent him here. I will 
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not dare to say, however, that he is a bad man. 
He may be one of the very best of men; but I 
think he has some very bad ideas, so far as my 
race is concerned. [Applause. | 

The gentleman says that this is a white man’s 
land and government. He says it has beea com- 
mitted to them in @ sacred relationship. I ask 
in all conscience what becomes of our black 
men and women and children, to the number of 
five millions; have we no rights? Ought we to 
have no privileges ; ought we not to have the pro- 
tection of the law? We did not ask any more. 
The gentleman harps upon the idea of social 
equality. Well, sir, he has not had so much 
experience of that as have had, or as my race 
have had. We have some objections to social 
equality ourselves, very grave ones. [Ap- 
plause.} For even now, though freedom has 
come, it is a hard matter, a very hard matter, to 
keep sacredly guarded the precincts of our 
sacred homes. But I will not dwell upon that. 
Cie gentleman knows more about that than I 
do. {Laughter.] 

The gentleman wishes that we should prepare 
ourselves to go to Africa, orto the West Indies, 
or somewhere else. I want to enunciate this 
doctrine upon this floor—you have brought us 
here, and here we are going to stay. [ Applause. j 
We are not going one foot or one inch from this 
land. Our mothers and our fathers and our 
grandfathers and great-grandfathers have died 
here. Here we have sweated. Here we have 
toiled. Here we have made this country great 
and rich by our labor and toil. It is mean 
in you now to want to drive us away, atter 
having taken all our toil for two hundred 
years. Just think of the magnitude of these 
gentlemen’s hearts. After having taken all 
our toil for two hundred years; after having 
sold our wives and children like so many cattle 
in the shambles; after having reared the throne 
of great king cotton on our labors; af € 
have made their rice-fields wave with lu¥triant 
harvests while they were fighting against the 
government and keeping us in bondage—now 
we are free they want us to go away. Shame 
on you! (Applause. } 

Now, Mr. Speaker, we are not going away. 
We are gving to stay here. We propose to 
stay here and work out this problem. We be 
lieve that God Almighty has made of one blood 
all the nations upon the face of the earth. We 
believe we are made just like white men are. 
(Laughter.} Look; I stretch out my arms. 
See; I have two of them, as you have. Look 
at our ears; I have two of them. I have two 
eyes, two nostrils, one mouth, two feet. 
stand erect like you. 1 am clothed with hu- 
manity hke you. [ think, I reason, I talk, I 
express my views, as you do. Is there any 
difference between us? Not so far as our man- 
hood is concerned, unless it be in this: that our 
opinions differ, and mine are a little higher up 
than yours. [ Laughter. ] . 

The gentleman states that thid idea of all men 
being created equal is a fallacy, announced 
some years ago by Thomas Jefferson, that old 
foolhardy man, who announced so many ideas 
that have been woven into the woof of the na- 
tion, who announced so many foolish things 
that have made this nation strong and great and 
powertul. Sir, if he was in error, I accept the 
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his State shows there is a preponderating Rugre- 
gate of ignurance in the State of North Cato’ 
lina, amounting te sixty per cent. and upward, 
compared with the ntire number of the inhabi- | 
tants in that State. | 

Tellus of our ignorance—the ignorance of | 
the colored race! Why, Mr. Speaker, it ap- | 
pears to me to be presumption on the part ot 
the gentleman to state that we—we whouwg they 
have wronged, whom they have outraged, whom 
they have robbed, whose sweat and toil they | 
have had the benetit of for two hundred years; 
whose labor, whose wives, whose children have 
been at their beck and call—1 say it ill-becomes 
them to taunt us now with our barbarism and our, 
ignorance. Sir, it he will open to us the school- 
house, give us some chance, we would not have to 
nieasure arins with himfow. But, even now, Mr. 
Speaker, although there is such disparity between 
us and him so far as relates to education and re- 
Sources, even-now we fear not a comparison in 
the condition of education in the last eight years 
between the whites and tle blacks of North 
Carolina. 

Mhe gentleman, moreoy er, states that the rea- 
son why they did not educate the colored race 
was that the colored man was not ready. Not 
ready, Mr. Speaker! if I had that gentleman 
upon the floor, with my foot upon his neck, and 
holding a lash over him, with his hands tied, 
with him bound hand and foot, would he expect 
that I should boast over him and tell him “you 
&re a coward, you are a traitor, bc cause you do 
not resist me”—would he expect me to tell him

jin the South will pass away. 


error with pleasure. If he was a foolish man, 
I would to God that North Carolina had been 


years ago. [Great laughter. ] 

The gentleman also states that if you pass 
this bill your power over the Scuth will pass 
away; that the power of the Republican party 
Sir, Jet me tell 
the genticman that behind this bill are nine 
hundred thousand voters; that, like the war- 
riors of the tribe of Benjamin, every one of 
them is lett-handed and can ‘sling a stone ata 
hair's breadth ;” that each will come up stronger 
and mightier and more infused with power than 
ever before when you pass this bill giving them 
their rights as other men have them. They 
will come up as never before*to the support of 
the Republican party, and they will make the 
South g source of joy and gladness. 

The gentleman also talks about the colored 
people deteriorating. Sir, who tills your lands 
now? Who plants your corn? Who raises 
your cotton? I have been in the South during 
the last ten years. I have travelled over the 
Southern States, and have seen who did this 
work. Going along I saw the white men do the 
smoking, chewing tobacco, riding horses, play- 
ing cards, spending money, while the colored 
men are tilling the soil, and bringing the cotton, 
rice, and other products, to market. 

Sir, I do not believe the gentleman from 
North Carolina wants us to gu to Africa; I do 
not believe it. I: was a slip of the tongue; he 


sthought and feeling we gave up our control 


among the high-minded and virtuous. 
of these does not prize his own nature and 
tastes and hopes to that extent that he would 


North Carolina; not a bit of it. If they did 
you would see such an exodus of white people 
from that State as you never saw before, for 
they would follow them wherever they might go. 

Laughter. 2 
: sir, we ‘eet that we are part and parcel of this 
great nation; and «s such, as I saic before, we 
propose to stay here and solve this problem of 
whether the black race and the white race can 
live together in this country. I make the state- 
ment that I regard it as essential to their welfare 
and interests that they should live together ia 
this country. Why not? I can see no reason 
why not if they contribute their quota to the 
advancement of progress and civilization. Sir, 
the mechanics of the South are almost altogether 
colored people. The carpenters, the machin- 
ists, the engineers—nearly all the mecharics in 
the Southern States are colored people. Why 
van we not stay here and work out this problem? 

I ask Congress to pass this bill for the reason 
that it would settle this question once and for- 
ever. ‘The gentl¢éman says that he does not de- 
sire that the colored people shall be crowded 
into the schools| of the white people. Well, I 
do not think that they would be harmed by it; 
some few cf them might be. But experience 
has taught us that it is not true that great harm 
will come from any such measure. I think, 
therefore, that if we pass this bill we will be 
doing a great act of justice; we will settle for 
all time the question of the rights of all peo- 
ple. And until that question is settled there 
cannot be that peace and harmony in the coun- 
try that is necessary to its success. 

The gentleman says the colored people and 
the white peovle are living together now in 
North Carolina in amicable relations. I am 
glad for that admission, for he rounded off all 
that he had said before by that last sentence. 
He said that the two races could not live to- 
gether, and yet at the close of his speech he 
says that the whites and blacks are now living 
in North Carolina in amicable relations. Sir, 
it they are so living now, why not hereafter ? 
Will peace and good order be destroyed be- 
cause all aré to have their rights? Sir, I do 
not think so. 

I close with this thought: I believe the time 
is coming when the Congress of the United 
States, when the whole nation, will recognize 
the importance of the passage of this bill in or- 
der to settle this question once and forever. I 
regard the interests of the black man in this 
country as identical with the interests of the 
white man. I would have that set forth sv 
clearly and unmistakably that there should be 
no antagonism between the races, no friction 
that should destroy their peace and prosperity. 
I believe Almighty God has placed both races 
on this broad theater of activity, where thoughts 
and opinions are freely expressed, where we 
may grasp every idea of manhood, where we 
may take hold ot every truth and develop every 
art and science, that can advance the prosperity 
of the nation. I believe God designed us to 
live here together on this continent, and in no 
other place, to develop this great idea that all 
men are the children of one Father. We are 
here to work out the grand experiment of the 
homogeneity of nations, the grand outburst of 
the greatness of humanity, by the development 
in us of the rights that belong to us, and the 
performance of the auties that we owe each 
other. : 

Our interests are bound up in this country. 
Here we intend to stay and work out the prob- 
lem of progress and education and civilization. 
I say to the gentleman from North Carolina 
[Mr. Robbins], and to the gentleman from Vir- 
ginia [Mr. Harris], and to the gentleman from 
New York [Mr. Cox], who discussed civil 
rights the other day, and to gentlemen from the 
other States, that we are going to remain in this 
country side-by-side with the white race. We 
desire to share in your prosperity and to stand 
by you in adversity. In advancing the prog- 
ress of the nation we will take our part; and if 
the country should again be involved in the de- 
vastation of war, we will dS our part in the 
struggle. We propose to identify ourselves 
with this nation, which has Gone more than any 
other on earth to illustrate the great idea that 
all races of men may dwell together in har- 
mony, working out together the problem of ad- 
vancement and civilization and liberty. 

Mr. Speaker, we will drive the buzzard away ; 
we will scare the crow back to North Carolina. 
We will take the eagle as the emblem of lib- 
erty; we will take that honored flag which has 
been borne through the heat of a thousand bat- 
tles. Under its folds Anglo-Saxon and Africo- 
American can together work out a common 
destiny, until universal liberty, as announced 
by this nation, shall be known throughout tie 
world. 





Horticultural Hall Discourses.---V. 
EN 
PROF. C. C. EVERELL ON “MYSTICISM.” 


There was a certain sense of mystery which 
was a power in the world. This sense of mys- 
tery was not the only element of religion, but 
was an element that was too much lost sight 
of. Much as we needed to know, so much we 
needed to feel the presence of that which was 
unknowable. /The spirit of man needed to know 
its full strength and power, but it was well that 
it also should feel the existence and presence of 
a greater mind. Wherever there had been a 
religion worthy of the name there had been this 
sense of mystery. ‘*Mysticism,” when properly 
used, was that which showed that all lives were 
at heart one, and that all opened into a common 
element. It was the recognition of the univer- 
sal element in individual forms. It expressed 
the profoundest force of our being. Ail great 
religious founders had been impressed with it 
however much the creed-holders have scoffed at 
it. There was nothing completely and wholly 
individual. Lives thrilled and stirred with the 
convulsions of the common life about them. 
This was shown in spiritual harmonies and dis- 
cords, in the communications and impressions 
which sometimes flowed from one life to another, 
which reached their climax in what is known 
as anigal magnetism. One of the strangest and 
most inexplicable of phases is that which was a 
sort of foreshadowing of the future, and which 
in a certain way regarded the future as already 
existing. This class of phenomena was ac- 
cepted as a reality by the most uaprejudiced 
among thinking men. Deeper lay the sense 
of sympathy with the lives and actions of 
others, and the sympathy we felt with nature. 
Mvsticism is found in philosophy as well as in 
religion. Schopenhaur was a thorough myscic. 
It was, however, in the sphere of religion that 
mysticism is most at home. All through the 
history of Christianity had arisen mystical 
souls, Mysticism was protean in shape, and 
was the key to all furms and all creeds. Sin 
was the blackest mystery of the universe. 
Mysticism told only of life, of Divine life, but 
sin was the absence of life, and was death. 
Mysticism helped answer the great question as 
to the possibility of a knowledge of God. There 
was an erroneous mysticism which said that if 
true life be life in God, to reach true life the in- 
dividual life must be given up; that to reach its 
source individual life must flow backward and 
downward. But did we not see that this fullness 
is emptiness, that thus instead of giving up our 


over thought and feeling? The favorite motto 
for this phase of mysticism is: ‘‘When man 
sleeps God wakes.” But when man slept he 
dreamed, and thus was led into conceits the 
most extravagant and absurd. The state of 
mesmeric control was called by some higher 
than the normal state, but in it the individual 
ceased to be a person, but only a thing acted on 
by the wills of others. Very refreshing after 
this were the words of St. John when he said: 
“God is love, and he that dwelleth in love 
dwelleth in him.” This was true mysticism, 
and told us that he that would live in God must 
not fall back, but press forward; that God was 
not in emptiness, but in fullness. Thus mys- 
ticism rightly considered increased our confi- 
dence in God and life. He that would stop 
thinking in order to reach the truth was like one 
who would close Ins eyes that he might see. 
Professor Everett spoke at length on the moral 
sense, and the injury done to it by the prevalent 
superficial style of thought. He did not lament 
the advance of science, however; he rejoiced 
in it. Religion and science are, he said, like 
two oarsmen rowing on opposite sides of the 
same boat. Religion should not drop its oars 
either to applaud the mighty strokes of its 
companion or to wring its hands because science 
is pulling it round on to the rocks, but should 
bend itself to its oar, as science does, and re- 
joice in the grand progress of its associate.

Way tHe Rep Sea 18 Cattep Rep.—A 
question that has puzzled scholars found a 
solution some time since, says an exchange, 
in the observation of an American sub-ma- 
rine diver. Smith’s Bible Dictionary © dis- 
cusses learnedly the name of the Red Sea. 
The dictionary surmises that the name was de- 
rived from the red western mountains, red coral 
zoophites, etc., and appears to give little weight 
to the real and natural reason which came under 
our American’s notice. On one ovcasion the 
diver observed, while under the sea, that the 
curious wavering shadows which cross the lus- 
trous, golden flour, like Frauenhofer’s lines on 
the spectrum, began to change and loose them- 
selves. A purple giory of intermingled colors 
darkened the vivlet curtains of the sea-cham- 
bers, reddening all glints and tinges with an 
angry fire. Instead of that lustrous, golden 
firmament, the thallassphere darkened to crim- 
son and opal. The walls grew purple, the floor 
as red us bloud; the deep itself was purple with 
the venus hue of deoxidized life-currents. The 
view on the surface was even more magnificent. 
The sea at first assumed the light, tawny or yel- 
lowish red of sherry wine. Anon, this wine 
color grew indistinct with richer radiance as 
fur as the eye could see, and, flashing in the 
crystalline splendor of the Arabian sun, was 
glorious as a sea of rose. The dusky red sand- 
stone hills, with a border of white sand and 
green and flowered foliage, like an elaborately 
wrought cup of Bohemian glass enamelled with 
brilliant flowers, held the sparkling liquid petals 
of that rosy sea. The surface, on examination, 
proved to be covered with a thin brick-dust 
layer of infusoria slightly tinged with orange. 
Placed in a white glass-bottle, this changed into 
a deep violet, but the wide surface of the exter- 
nal sea was of that magnificent and brilliant 
rose color. It was a new and pleasing example 
of the lustrous, ever-varying beauty of the 
ocean world. It was caused by diatomacee, 
minute alge, which under the microscope re- 
vealed delicate threads gathered in tiny bundles, 
and containing rings, blood disks, of that curi- 
ous coloring matter in tiny tubes.

Joun WesLeY.— Macaulay sneers at historians 
who have undertaken to give an account of the 
reign of George IL. without mention‘ng the 
preaching of Whitefield. It, instead of White- 
field, he had written Wesley, the sneer would 
have been more just; for, after the establish- 
ment of the American republic, the institution 
of Methodism is the greatest event of the eight- 
eenth century, and of the men who lived in 
that century there is no one whose influence 
upon after ages equals that of John Wesley. 
Of the seventy-five millions who speak the 
English tongue about three and a half millions 
are members of the Methodist church; four 
millions more are pupils in their Sunday schools, 
and the regular attendance upon Methodist wor- 
ship cannot be less than as many more—fifteen 
millions in all. Thus one-fifth of all who speak 
our language are directly moulded, for this life 
and the life to come, by Methodism. We doubt 
if any other Protestant communion really num- 
bers as many. The estadlished churches of 
England and Germany indeed nominally include 
more; but in counting their numbers all who do 
not formally belong to other communions are 
put down as Episcopalians or Lutherans. Fully 
two-thirds of the Methodists are in the United 
States. To Methodism more than to any other 
one thing is it owing that our western states 
grew up into civilization without passing through 
a period of semi-barbarism., Southey expressed 
no more than the bare truth when he said, ‘‘I 
consider Wesley as the most influential mind of 
the last century—the man who will have pro- 
duced the greates: effects centuries or perhaps 
millenniums hence, if the present race of men 
shall continue so long.” This judgment is com- 
ing to be acknowledged. Within a few months 
past a site has been appropriated in Westminster 
Abbey fora monument to John Wesley. Of all 
inglishmen there commemorated there

A Rive on THE JouRNEY OF Datu at SEv- 
ENTY Mies an Hlour.—Clear Cri is a mina- 
ture river that runs through the canon of the 
same name. It descends upon a down grade of 
four hundred feet per mile, with here-and-there 
a fall over a rocky precipice fifteen or twenty 
feet in height. Large boulders forty and fifty 
teet in diameter, and weighing thousands of tons, 
impede its dashing progress every two or three 
hundred yards, while its curves are so sharp 
and so frequent that the stream can nowhere be 
seen for a distance of a thousand feet. Gran- 
ite cliffs two and three miles high project over 
it on either side, and give a frightful romantic 
and dangerous appearance to the rushing tor- 
rent beneath. Just below Black Hawk on the 
side of the stream a small reservoir has been 
constructed.in which is kept an ordinary skiff. 
One Sunday two little boys, aged respectively 
ten and twelve vears, got into the boat and were 
splashing the water with a stick when the fast- 
enings gave way, and the boat went drifting 
towards the rapidly-running current. The little 
boys soon discovered their danger, but were 
powerless to avert it; they clutched hold of the 
sides of the boat and with pallid countenances 
awaited their doom. Soon the boat was caught 
by the current and began descending at a tear- 
ful rate. On she went; the boys’ hats blew off 
and their hair stood straight up. Over Black 
Hawk rapids they wert like an arrow, clearing 
a distance of sixty feet ata single dash. Lizht- 
ing again on the torrent surface the boat seemed 
to have gained a new impetus and shot by the 
boulders and around the rocky points with the 
celerity of a sunbeam. Ata distance of about 
six miles below the starting point conductor 
Gibbons, who was standing on the rear platform 
of the down Clear Creck train, saw the boat 
coming, and immediately stopped the train. 
All hands repaired to the water’s edge, and did 
everything in their power to arrest the flying 
hoat, but past them she went like a bullet from 
a rifle, and was out of sight ina moment. “The 
conductor then ordered the engineer to put ona 
full head of steam and follow as rapidly as pos- 
sible, which he did, constantly sounding the 
alarm of danger. Jle did not get another 
glimpse of the boat, but the alarm brought the 
employés at Beaver Creek station to the look- 
out, and, quickly making a slip-noose, sought to 
throw it over=the bow of the boat as she came 
under the bridge. ‘This they succeeded in do- 
ing, but could no more hold it than they could 
have held a thunder-bolt, and over Beaver Creek 
falls she went with the speed of the lightning. 
The falls are thirty feet high, and at the foot 
are a number of large boulders, but the velocity 
of the boat was such that it cleared them easily, 
and struck the water some twenty feet beyond. 
From here no mortal eye saw the boat or its 
living freight until it reached a point one hundred 
miles below Denver. Through Golden into the 
Platte river, and under the Denver bridges, she 
went unnoticed, nor slackened her pace until 
she lodged in a drift at the distance below Den- 
ver above mentioned. The Piatte does not run 
very rapidly, but the boat had acquired such a 
wonderful speed in its descent from the moun- 
tains that it far outrode the current. A man 
who lives ona farm near the drift when the boat 
lodged, discovered the boys still in the boat 
which was nearly ful! of water, and took them 
to his home. They were restored to their over- 
joyed parents the following evening, after hav- 
ing accomplished the most perilous journey in 
the quickest time ever betore made by any hu- 
man being who escaped alive. The distance 
traveled was a hundred and forty miles in two 
hours, but how it was ever done, or how the 
boat escaped being dashed to pieces upon some 
ot the huge boulders or rocky cliffs which every- 
where intercept the course of Clear Creek, is 
nothing short of a providential miracle. Prob- 
ably not again in a thousand years could the
